an example...for I must not suffer such a blemish to be thrown upon my 
character...the dedication to my Lord Halifax is much altered & part of it new 
put in by Dick Steele...only my Ld Marlborough caresses his enemys and 
neglects his friends... Paul Methuen is to introduce me to L? Halifax to-morrow 
and I have very good hopes of a post in the Government ; very interesting 
particulars about Bp. Burnet, Lord Halifax, Count Berensdorf and the King ; 
dines with Ld Townshend, details the subjects of their conversation ; I send 
you a pamphlet which my Lord Townshend has emploied me to answer and 
must therefore interest yourself hard to that purpose.

Everybody is sensible how absolutely necessary 
itis to curb the insolence of those two seditious seminarys....... The Archbp. of 
Canterbury is often privately in cabals with Atterbury ; The Bp. of Bangor has 
published a sermon ten times more offensive to the priests than even his book 
against the Nonjurors. I think this honest prelate bids very fair to succeed to 
that share of clerical hatred and malice which my father (Bishop Burnet) met 
with during his lifetime; have sent you half-a-dozen of your Homerides, and 
if you should dislike the preface I have put to it, or be displeased with the 
compliment in it to Mr. Pope, I must lay the blame upon my friends in Town 
...only the compliment to him seemed proper because Addison and the rest of 
the Rhiming Gang have dropt their resentment tothe Lordlike Mamn...... It has 
very often made me smile at the pitifull soul of the man, when I have seen 
Addison caressing Pope, whom at the same time he hates worse than Beelzebub 
mee For my part Garth made Mr. Pope and myself dine together and would 
have us friends...... and to speak it isan ill natured little false Dog, but he 
does not want for a great deal of very diverting satyrical wit; apoetical letter 
of a loose nature ; political notes, speaks of the Prince, imitates verses of Sir 
J. Suckling ; made consul at Lisbon ; Town taken up with the Bill about the 
Scotch Peers, &c. ; as for my Waiter’s place at Court, I confess I am heartily 
sick of it, &c.; success only possible by continual solliciting; I daresay there are 
a dozen at least now in the nation that believe themselves fit to command the 
forces, aS many...... to be at the head of the Treasury. What was it made the 
first ministry in Q" Anne’s time continue so many years? Why nothing but 
this that there was no man that pretended to command an army beyond my 
La Marlbro or direct a Treasury equal to L¢4 Godolphin, &c. . Gives a long and 
mt interesting account how the Court spends its time at Hampton Court ; 
Walpole and the Speaker were so sure of carrying the division as to lay very 
considerable wagers ; the session will be over in three weeks and then I may 
get something done for me, and I rather expect because Addison will be out of 
his employment, who though he professes much outward friendship to me and 
for me yet has underhand been my inveterate enemy ever since our letter to 
him which he never can forget and forgive. If Addison goes out, say you, who 
comes in. Young Craggs, quoth I, will be made Secretary of State ; my Lord 
Townshend and Walpole rail at Stanhope as.a deceiver, &c.; Walpole talks of 
throwing up his post, we" is an insolence to a sovereign, scarce pardonable. 
Pope is coming out with a play, in which everyone of our modern poets are 
ridiculed ; many details regarding foreign politics ; the King designs to make 
a progress towards York,...... nothing would contribute so much toward curing 
our country fools, as the sight of the man, whom they have had so vilea picture 
of. My left-hand wife was delivered of a fine girl on Aug. 2; speaks of South 
Sea Stock ; the Swedish Expedition is not such a jest as most people make of 
it ; speaks of the Duke of Ormond, Sacheverell, the King of Sweden’s death, 
Lord Townshend, Col. Long the astrologer, Sherlock, Snape, the Duke of King- 
ston ; tells a story about his father Bp. Burnet, &c. Every letter is brimful of 
interest.

The 
whole of the tracts contained in this volume are very curious, but they do not 
seem to have been all written by the same scribe. At the end there is an old 
inscription, defaced at, the beginning, and showing that the manuscript was 
offered to some church, with an imprecative formula, which bears another 
testimonial to its antiquity, ‘‘ si quis eum abstulerit iram dei incurrat et sit 
anathema hic et in eternum fiat fiat.” In this volume, which has been 
erroneously lettered on the back by the bookbinder, Sallustius, the whole of 
the numerical figures are written according to the ancient Roman alphabetical 
system.
